A WOMAN'S STORY. 


Ernest Burnott was for many reasons 


'»man to bo envied. He enjoyed tho 
entire confidence of tho firm of White-

souce of any constitutional disturbance. 
When it is attended with local irrita- 
tion, such a» a wound or other injury, 
it is known as traniatio; when no visi- 
ble cauio exists it is called idiopathio. 
It may be acute or chronic, tho lint us- 
ually the result of an accident, as in the 
case of Kolley the carpenter, and Buren- 
gor the armor, and almost invariably 
fatal. The chronic or idiopathie form 
sometimes, though rarely, yields to 
skillful treatment. Diseases involving 
the teeth, gums or jaws often cause 
trismus or lockjaw in adults, and it is 
often the result of teething in children. 
Horses seem very susceptible to tho 
disease, and many cases are known on 
Long Island, whcro a slight saddle gall 
or abrasion caused by an ill-fitting har- 
ness, has been followed by lockjaw. 
When they are exposed to cold after 
injury, tho disorder is most to bo fear- 
ed. It is thought by some authorities 
that lacerated wounds produce tetanas 
more frequently than Incised ones; but, 
although this may bo true in regard to 
human subjects, horses and other ani- 
mals appear to sutler moro from incis- 
ed ones. A nail run into tho foot is the 
commonest of all causes of lockjaw in 
horses. Tho acuto form of tetanus Is de- 
veloped when symptoms quickly follow 
tho injury. Death usually follows in

Quality of Cows' Milk. 


As a rule, milk is richer in the fall 


and poorer.in.the^pring.-'The quality 
of cows' milk is not only affected by 
the age of the animal, but by the dis- 
tance from the time of calving. Cli- 
mate excites considerable influence on 
the quality of milk. In moist and tem- 


. perate seasons a larger quantity,though 
, generally a poorer quality, of milk is 


obtained than in dry warm seasons.— 


; The race and breed, and size of animals, 
of course, exercise a powerful iuiliience 
on quality of milk. 


Variations in the composition of milk 


are dependent also upon age and bodily 
health. Professor Willard calls attcn- 
tion to the fact that, other things being 
equal, young cows yield a milk more 
rich in solids- than do old cows, a view 


- 'not adopted by all American dairymen, 


some of whom believe that an old cow's 
. milk is as good if not better than a 
young one's. English dairymen agree

Th* iucrauwd demand for naddle 
hone*. soapptUMt of late in th* M*t, i» 
felt all orer the country, hence the 
subject of saddle horses and their gait*, 
treated by such acknowledged authori- 
ty M The National Live Stock Journal, 
will doubtless prove of general interest. 


The gul ts for a saddle horse are the 


walk, the fox trot, the single foot and 
the rack. The walk it a gait understood 
by everybody: but everybody docs not 
understand that A good saddle horse 
ought to be able to go a square walk at 
the rate of five miles an hour. The fox 
trot is faster than the square walk, and 
the horse will usually take a few st«ps 
at this gait when changing from a fast 
walk to a trot. It may be easily taught 
to most horses by urging them slightly 
beyond their ordinary walking speed, 
and, when they strike tlie fox trot step, 
lioldiug thorn to it. They will soon 
learn to like it, and It/Is one of tho 
easiest of gaits for both horse and 
rider. 
The siimlo foot differs 
somewhat 


from tho fox trot, and has been de- 
scribed as exactly intermediate between 
the true trot and the true walk. 
Each 


'oot appears to move independently of 
the other, with a sort of pitapat, one 
at a time motion, and it is a much 
faster gait than the fox trot. 


The rack is very nearly allied to tho 


true pacing gait, the difference being 
that in tho latter the hind foot keeps 
exact time with the fore foot of tho 
same side, making it what has been 
called a literal or one side at a time 
motion, while in the former the hind 
foot touches the ground slightly iu ad- 
vance of the fore foot on the same side. 
The rack ii not as fast a gait as the 
trneuace; but it is a very desirable 
gaitTn a saddle horse. In addition, the 
>erfect saddle horse should be able to 
rot, pace and gallop, and should be 
quick, nervous and elastic In all. his 
motions, without a particle of dullness 
or sluggishness in his nature. 
His 


mouth should be sensitive, and he 
should respond instantly to the slight 
est motion of the rein in the hands of 
he rider. 
A poor and clumsy rider, however, 


will soon spoil the best trained saddle 
lorse in the world, and such a person 
should never be permitted to mount a 
torse that is exceptionally valuable for 
hat purpose. A "plug" horse and a 
•plug" rider may well go together, but 
teep a really good, well trained saddle 
lorse for oiie who knows how to enjoy 
his most health giving, exhilarating 
,nd delightful of out of door exercise, s

and the ease with which they can be 
old. 
A Kentucky breeder, who has been 
ingaged in raising mules for thirty 
'ears, makes the following-suggestions: 
?he raising of mules in Kentucky or 
he west is not profitable unless tho an- 
mals produced be of good size—say 
rom fourteen and one-half to fifteen 
nd one-half hands high.

spoonfuls of sago, well picked and 
washed, in one quart of milk till quite 
soft, with a stick of cinnamon ; stir in 
ono teacup of butter and two of white 
sugar; when cold add six eggs well 
beaten and nutmeg to taste. 
Mix all 


well together and bake in a butter dish 
three-quarters of an hour. 


BAKED OMELET.— Take six eggs, 


three oven spoonfuls flour, a little salt, 
and beat them well together — the more 
it is beaten the lighter it will be— then 
add one pint of liot milk and keep on 
beating. Have a hot dish with some 
melted butter the size of an egg, mid 
put into oven. Bake twenty minutes, 
and cat when it comes from oven, for it 
will fall soon. 
This is vory nice foi 


breakfast. 


FHIED Eoos. — To fry eggs tender, 


put one spoonful of meat drippings in 
tho pan, break and drop in the eggs, 
salt and cover close with a lid until 
they get white on top. 


WOODFOKD FDDDINO. — Three eggs, 


one teacup sugar, one-half teacup but- 
ter, one-half teacup flour, one teacup 
jam or preserves, scant teaspoon soda 
dissolved in three teaspoons sour milk, 
mix well and bake slowly; Sauce : One 
egg, one largo cup sugar, one small cup 
but. ter, mix well, put on stove and stir 
until melted, add tablespoon wine, 
brandy or whiskey, and pour on im- 
mediately. 


OYSTER 
CUOQUKTTES.— Scald 
and 


chop fine the hard part of the oysters 
(leaving the other part and liquor for 
soup;) add an equal weight .of mashed 
potatoes; to one pound of this add a 
lump of butter the size of an egg, a tea- 
spoon of salt, half teaspoon of pepper, 
and quarter of a teacup of cream. 
Make in small cakes, dip in egg and 
then in broad crumbs, and fry like 
doughnuts 


BOILED ICING.— Three cups of white 


granulated sugar, one cup of water, 
boil to a clear syrup, beat the whites of 
four eggs to a stiff froth, pour into the 
hot syrup, stir frequently while cooling. 
The cake should bo cold before icing. 


CHOCOLATE CUSTAUDS. — One-fourth 


of a cake of chocolate, one pint of boil- 
ing water, six eggs, one quart of milk, 
one half cup of white sugar, two tea- 
spoons of vanilla. Dissolve the choco- 
late in a very little milk, stir into boil- 
ing water and boil three minutes. 
When nearly cold add the beaten eggs, 
stir into- the milk, flavor and pour in 
cups; set in boiling water and bake. 


MUFFINS. — One cup of milk, three 


eggs, small piece of butter, two tea- 
spoons of baking powder, two cups of 
flour, one half teaspoon of salt. 
Bake 


in mufliu rings. 


DOUGHNUTS.— One egg, one cup of 


sugar, two teaspoonfuls of melted lard, 
one-half cup of thick milk, same of 
sweet milk, three teaspoonfuls of cream 
of tartar, one and one-half teaspoonfuls 
of soda, mix soft. 


SALLY LCN GEMS. — One egg, two 


tablespoons of sugar, two tablespoons 
of butter, one cup of sweet milk, two 
cups of flour, one teaspoon cream of 
tartar, ono and one-half teaspoon of 
soda. Bake fifteen minute). 


COOKIKS. — Two heaping 
cups of 


sugar, one-half cup of lard, one cup of 
buttermilk; dissolve one teaspoonfa! 
of soda and two of baking powder in 
the buttermilk, Savor with lemon, flour 
enough to roll tiasy'. 


HAM CnoQUEtrKS.— Chop the ham 


very fine and season with pepper or 
mustard. With a little flour in hand, 
ms&espwKs!! balls and dtp !r. uo,.U-n 
eggs, roll in crumbs of bread or cracker, 
and try to a itght brown In hot lard. 


JELLY CAKE.—Two cups of white 


sugar,' three eggs, one cup of lard whip- 
ped with a fork until it is light and 
smooth, one cup ofnonrcrcnm, ono tea- 
spoon of soda, two teaspoons croam of 
tartar, S{ cups of Hour. 
Flavor with 


vanilla, two teaspoonfals of bskin 
powder.

The work before us is a very able at- 


tempt to construe a history of the crea- 
tion out of the allegory given in the 
early chapters of Genesis. The author 
remarks:—"That such a history should 
have been in possession of man for six 
thousaud years, with barely a suspicion 
of its character, is a marvel; and a still 
greater marvel that it should have been 
retained in such purity of form as to 
enable its hidden teachings to be re- 
vealed." He proceeds with a descrip- 
tion of tiie appearance of the earth when 
first God said, "Let there be Light," 
through the several periods, each as we

In accordance with 
the allegory, he reasons that Adam is 
not the name of one man but of a race 
or tribe of men, the resultant "best" of 
the many hundreds o£ years of evolve- 
mcnt of this type, from an immature 
being, fitted, to live in the early morn- 
ing of creation, ahuman animal, to ono 
partaking of the spiritual nature of 
God; 
having the capacity to become 


like Him immortal. The word Adam 
means high, eminent, best; therefore 
Ulnstrious, lofty, AJc., applicable only 
to the Aryan race.' the white race, to- 
day leading all races intellectually and 
morally. The author goes on to de- 
scribe the Garden of Eden, shows how 
the tribe here located were shut iu by 
themselves, believing themselves and 
their narrow limits to constitute the 
whole world. He describes the changes 
which nature meanwhile was undergo! 
ing aticfliow finallythls"t)e"0ple, "Adam 
and Eve," were driven from the Garden. 
Cain and Abel and other names in the
